ANOTHER  SENIOR  senator, 
Don  Jarvis,  gave  a report  on  the 
effect  of  the  extended  library 
hours  last  semester.  He  conclud- 
ed from  reports  of  library  offic- 
ials that  the  lengthened  hours 
were  not  profitable  because  not 
enough  students  took  advantage 
of  the  extended  time  period. 

Constitutional  revisions  were 
made  to  the  AMS  constitution 
and  then  it  was  passed.

Fishing  Nation

Japan  is  four  large  islands  and 
many  small  ones  lying  between 
the  gigantic  mass  of  the  Asiatic 
continent  and  the  depths  of  the 
Pacific  Basin. 

Its  most  important  physical 
features  are  its  mountains. 
Among  them  are  more  than  500 
volcanoes,  some  active.  Mount 
Fuji,  an  inactive  volcano  tower- 
ing 12,388  ft.,  is  the  highest  and 
best  known.

TOKYO.  UPI— A freak  bliz- 
zard, packing  60  mph  winds, 
sw’ept  across  the  Hot  Springs 
Resort  atop  3,930-foot  Mt.  Go- 
zaisho  Sunday.  About  200  tour- 
ists were  stranded  in  Gondolas 
on  a roiM^  trarnway  while  the 
winds  howled. 


Agriculture  is  the  most  impor- 
tant occupation  in  Japan.  Main 
crops  include  rice,  wheat,  barley 
and  soybeans.  Japan’s  forests  are 
a great  national  resource.  Char- 
coal is  used  for  fuel  in  most  Ja- 
panese homes. 

JAPAN’S  FISHING  industry 
makes  her  the  greatest  fishing 
nation  in  the  w'orld — about  6 mil- 
lion tons  of  fish  a year.  She  man- 
ufactures textiles,  iron  and  steel 
products,  machinery,  chemicals 
and  electrical  goods  but  must  im- 
port food  and  raw  materials  from 
abroad.  Exports  include  silk,  cot- 
ton, rayon,  fish,  and  sea  products. 

For  hundreds  of  years  the  most 
important  religiou-s*  force  has 
been  Shintoism  with  Buddhism, 
Confucianism,  Taoism  and  Chris- 
tianity also  influencing  Japanese 
life  and  thought. 

Political  power  is  centered  in 
Japan’s  Diet  (parliament)  which 
is  made  up  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives and  the  House  of 
Councillors. 

ACCORDING  TO  Prof.  Russell 
Horiuchi  of  the  Geography  De- 
partment, the  United  States  and 
Japan  have  a close  political  re- 
lationship with  Japan  — closer 
than  many  so-called  Allies. 

Japan  is  second  to  Canada  as 
the  United  States’  most  import- 
ant trade  partner.  One  third  of 
the  United  States  cotton  crop  is 
purchased  by  Japan. 

Japan  is  currently  preparing 
for  the  Olympics  which  will  be 
held  there  this  summer.

Masaki  Shibata  Thinks  Y Is  Great

Masaki  Shibata,  who  describes 
himself  as  the  second  from  the 
bottom  of  his  family  of  two  sis- 
ters and  a brother,  hasn’t  been 
home  to  Japan  in  almost  a year, 


yet  he  doesn’t  seem  to  be  home- 
sick. 

“When  I came  to  America  my 
mother  told  me  to  always  smile,” 
he  said,  “so,  even  if  I get  home- 
sick, it  will  always  be  in  my 
heart  and  not  on  my  face.”  Ma- 


Masaki  Shibata.  freshman  in  business  management  from 
Sapporo  Hokk,  Japan,  puts  the  finishing  touches  on  the 
banner  headiine  appearing  on  the  paper’s  front  page.

saki  is  from  Sappro,  Hokkaido, 
Japan. 

A sophomore,  he  is  majoring 
in  engineering.  One  day  he  would 
like  to  return  to  Japan  and  work 
there. 


“My  parents  are  very  happy 
that  I am  here  at  school,  because 
education  is  very  important  to 
my  people.” 

WHEN  HE  WAS  a sophomore 
in  high  school  the  missionaries 
introduced  Masaki  to  the  gospel. 
He  and  his  younger  brother  are 
the  only  members  of  his  family 
to  join  the  Church. 

Masaki  hopes  to  fulfill  a mis- 
sion to  his  homeland,  because  he. 
feels  that  his  people  should  have 
Japanese  missionaries  to  bring 
them  the  gospel.  The  language 
is  very  difficult  for  the  Ameri- 
cans to  master,  he  added. 

BEFORE  HE  CAME  to  Amer- 
ica Masaki  thought  that  Amer- 
icans were  very  social  minded. 
“I  didn’t  think  that  Americans 
ever  studied  or  worked  hard.  But 
I began  to  change  my  mind  after 
I met  the  Mormon  missionaries, 
because  they  were  good  examples 
of  the  American  -people. 

-Then  after  I came  to  America, 
I really  changed  my  mind,  es- 
pecially after  being  at  the  Y.  I 
think  the  American  people  are 
very  friendly,  and  they  do  study 
hard.”
